“A SYNAGOGUE”: 


In one of the finest residential sections of a large city it is 
proposed to erect a non-orthodox synagogue, which the congre- 
gation desires to be one of the most important and beautiful 
buildings of the city. The plot of ground is a truncated isos- 
celes triangle with the base 500 feet on an important boulevard, 
the length of the parallel side 300 feet and the altitude 580 
feet. The plot has wide important streets on the two non- 
parallel sides with a minor street in the rear. 


The requirements are: 

For the Synagogue proper an auditorium with seating ca- 
pacity of 8,000, including all galleries, an ample lobby or 
lobbies used especially at the important religious holidays, coat 
room, toilets, a speaker’s platform, a choir gallery for eight or 


ten singers and organist, organ space, Rabbi's study and library, 
and an Assistant Rabbi’s study. 

A semi-detached building or buildings of several floors, known 
as the Social Center, whose range of activities has three princi- 
pal divisions: 

A Sunday School having about thirty-five small classrooms 
at least seven of which shall be on the first floor, a large audi- 
torium on the first floor for Sunday School assemblies, lectures, 
motion pictures, dances and occasional dinners, consequently 
kitchen services should be provided on the same floor. 

A Women’s Club having a director’s room, parlors, reception 
room and reading room on the first floor. 


Athletic activities shall have a swimming tank, with lockers 
and showers in the basement, a gymnasium with track, lockers 
and showers, director’s room and other services 


The Social Center shall have a business office controlling the 
building.

“DECORATIONS FOR THE WALL OF A 
STAIRCASE” 


A decoration in three panels for a wall flanking a staircase 
in the residence of the president of a university, is the subject 
of this program. ‘The decoration shall be confined to the three 
slight'y sunken spaces indicated in the blueprint except that 
the rectangular panels against which garlands are shown in 
relief may, if desired, be tinted in harmony with the color 
scheme of the three lower panels. 


In the decorative composition not more than one human 
figure shall be used, which may be a portrait or a personifi- 
cation of some well-known literary or historic personage. Sur- 
rounding this figure in the central panel shall be a motif of 
trellis or other combination of architectural and floral forms 
imparting to all three of the panels a certain uniformity of 
textural and color effect. 


Precedents for the type of design called for may be found 
in Italian and French tapestries of the Sixteenth and Seven- 
teenth Centuries.

“THE RECEPTION GALLERY OF AN: IM- 
PORTANT EMBASSY IN LONDON” 


An important Embassy is built on an important thorough- 
fare in London, and on the second floor of this Embassy in 
the front is located the main room for the important receptions 
during the season. The decorations and furniture for this 
room are the subject of this program. 


The room is 26 feet wide, 58 feet long an¢ about 20 feet 
high. The ceiling is not vaulted. The rooin is decorated 
with plaster and panels, has a fireplace at each end, and has 
five high arched windows about six feet wide on the front 
which is the long side. On the side opposite the windows are 
two doors, both nearer the ends of the room than the center. 
One door gives access to a smaller reception room which is to 
be used as a drawing room by the resident Ambassador; the 
other door opens to a lobby. 


As the neighboring houses were built in 1800, this house 
will conform on the outside with them. For the interior some 
modified form of the classical period is desired. As there are 
many features in the room such as mantels, doors, windows, 
etc., it is not necessary to over-elaborate the wall surfaces.

ENRICHMENT AROUND AN 
SCRIPTION ON A DAM” 


An important reservoir is to be constructed by the erection of 
a huge concrete dam, which is to extend 1,000 feet from bank 
to bank of the stream and to be 150 feet in height at the cen- 
ter. At the top of the dam there is to be a roadway which 
necessitates a balustrade, and the architectural treatment of the 
top of the wall will have a simple moulding or cornice crowned 
by the balustrade. The face of the dam itself starts vertically 
and curves outward and down stream to a point 80 feet from 
the top cf the dam, such a curve that the lowest portion will 
be 45 degrees from the vertical. 

The Architect, realizing the great expanse of the 1,000 feet of 
uninterrupted wall surface, is confronted with the problem of 
relieving the monotony and giving a point of interest in the 
center, and the owners have suggested that an inscription .be 
placed in the center of the wall surface, and he has decided to 
turn this problem over to certain sculptors for its solution. 

This competition is, therefore, for the sculptural treatment 
and enrichment surrounding a space for an inscription on the 
face of this dam, done in such a way that it will count as an 
important spot or cartouch. This may be done by any form 
of decoration and figures may be introduced. It is not intended

to restrict the problem to the surface necessarily, but if the 
competitor wishes he can extend above the balustrade as well 
as below. The competitor should try and visualize a wall 1,000 
feet long and 150 feet high, and try and visualize a spot which 
would count in a wall of this size and in that way arrive at the 
size and shape which he wishes to make. This decoration is to 
be a part of the construction itself, so that it must be of the 
same general color, either cast concrete or of a limestone which 
will seem to resemble the concrete. The shape is, therefore, 
unrestricted, excepting that the total width is not to be greater 
than 100 feet.
